CAPSeseecs we Also start the work much sooner than is done by the Occupational 
Therapy Departments in most hospitals. We start the day following their operation, 
Most of this Occupational Therapy work is placed under the direct supervision of 
medicel officers". He further states, "Everyone (medical officers) that has. entered 
the work becomes very enthusiastic and when you see it in Speration you can't help 
but realize that we are on the threshold of something new in the handling of patients, 
It isn't enough to, just. operate on someone, A jgreat deal more is requiredecceoesece 
Only doctors are able to evaluate the wrork. Teams of doctors are necessary, that 
is; general. surgeons, orthopaedists, generel medicnl men, psychiatrists, research 
men, and physiotherapists working with psychologists and men trained in personnel 
classification and placement, Hach one is as important and necessary es the other 
and we have found that ell work together beautifully. The Air Force has given us 
a great deal of latitude to work-out our problem. and experiment, so before .the var 
is over we are going to have something to offer”. Jack's duties require that he 
visit many General Hospitals in. his area and he states, "Fortunately I have a pilot 
and plane at my disposal most of the time or I would never get it done,"

St. Luke's Hospitel on December 31, 1943 and hes recently received his orders to ree 
port to Carlisle Barracks as a Lieutenent. Dr. Fenvtick Beekman as hospital hise
